(for statistics. 
These returns will be compiled by 
expert statisticians of the Bureau of 
Crop Estimates of the United States 
Department of Agriculture and the 
State Department of Agriculture, and 
are of direct interest and value to the 
farmers, as well as the distributors 
and consumers. 
Farmers are urged to co-operate 
with the Departments in the compila­ 
tion of this information, 
because 
whenever a farmer furnishes data for 
an official report, hd’ls helping himself 
as well as the other farmers of his 
community and State. 
Without such 
reports, speculators interested in rais­ 
ing or lowering prices of farm pro­ 
ducts would issue so many conflicting 
and misleading reports that it would 
be impossible for anyone, without 
great expense, to form 
an accurate

New London, Connecticut, July 30 
—The United States Submarine G-2, 
which is listed as an obsolete craft 
and used for experimental purposes, 
sank to-day with 
open hatches 
on 
Long Island .sound off Pleasure Beach, 
Waterford, and two of its crew of 
eight were drowned. The other mem­ 
bers of the crew, all of whom were 
from the submarine base here, were 
rescued 
by men 
from the

States Coast Guard cutter, “Acush­ 
net”, which was accompanying

submarine. 
The G-2 was engaged

menting with depth bombs and sank

The agreement for open sessions, 
regarded possibly as forecasting pub­ 
lic consideration of the peace treaty, 
the Franco-American agreement and 
subsequent treaties followed unani­ 
mous approval by the Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee of 
the Colombian 
convention calling for payment to that 
nation of $25,000,000 as claims grow­ 
ing out of the partition of Panama. 


Washington, July 30—The follow­ 
ing is a part of President 
Wilson’s 
message to Congress urging ratifica­ 
tion -of the French Treaty: 
‘‘Gentlemen of the Senate—I take 
pleasure in laying before you a treaty 
with the Republic of France, the ob­ 
ject of which is to secure that Re­ 
public of the immediate aid of 
the 
United States of America in case of 
an unprovoked movement of aggres­ 
sion against her on the part of Ger­ 
many. 
I earnestly 
hope that

treaty will meet with your* cordial

and will receive an
